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WE would strongly recommend the furniture manufacturers 
to arrange their exhibits at the forthcoming "World's 
Fair in the form of completely decorated apartments in 
the various correct styles, as well as in any American style that 
their fancy may suggest, as is done in the case of exhibitions in 
London, Paris, Vienna, and elsewhere. ' Such an artistic -pre- 
sentment of household furnishings would have a far greater 
artistic effect, and possess a tenfold more educational value than 
a heterogeneous or warehouse display of such goods. 



IN addition to an exhibit of decorated apartments at the 
World's Fair the decorative designers should have an ex- 
hibition of their own showing the adaptation of the popular 
styles to American taste. 

There might be charts or perspective views of apartments 
decorated in the styles of Louis XIV., Louis XV., Louis XVI., 
Empire and Colonial styles. There might also be sketches in the 
style of the Italian Renaissance, Romanesque, German Renais- 
sance, Greek, Roman and Pompeian interiors, Egyptian, Persian 
and Indian interiors, and of rooms decorated in the Japanese 
and Chinese styles. 

The public at large are greatly in want of just such ideas as 
these to educate those who are desirous of beautifying their 
homes in correct style. A person who is ignorant of such things 
is unable to discover the ignorance of others on the same points, 
and henee, people are every day accepting abominations at the 
hands of would-be decorators, which they wouldn't pay a cent 
for if they were only sufficiently educated to know ignorance 
when it is presented to them. 

There is no doubt that the exhibition of drawings of this 
kind would attract a great many ladies to the exhibition, and 
in this way good style of decoration would get advertised and 
the prospective customers of architects and decorators would be 
more willing to spend money in something that they under- 
stood and took a real interest in than in something that they 
knew nothing about: 



THE love of the beautiful which is ingrained in every woman's 
heart shows itself in many ways, but it is clear that her 
affection eentres in her home, as even the poorest has its 
little ornaments, which show the strivings of the woman for a 
"home beautiful."
